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Preparing the Camera 



Attaching the camera strap 




• Pull the strap tight so that it does not come 
loose. 



/ Battery comes partially charged. Before 
use, be sure to charge the battery until the 
charging indicator goes off 
(for approx. 2 hours). 

/ If the charge indicator does not light or 
it blinks, the battery may not be inserted 
correctly or the battery or the charger may 
be broken.
